At th e time wh en we are fearful 
of a th ird world war it is interesting to note th at 
th e world of more th an 2,000 y ears ago went 
th rough a series of th ree great wars with dis­ 
astrous consequences to aJl concerned. 
Th ese 
were th e wars between Rome and Carth age, th e 
Punic Wars, so called from th e Roman name 
for th e Carth aginians. 
Th e first two bouts were cuiiously similar to 
th e two world wars of our time. Th e Romans 
won th e first one, but it was a decision on points. 
Carth age was not crush ed and was left craving 
a comeback and capable of one. in th e second 
war, Carth age was decisively defeated and re­ 
duced to th e status of a Homan vassal, but th e 
great city was not destroy ed and continued to 
flourish as th e commercial center of th e world. 
Th e comparison ends h ere, in a measure, be­ 
cause th e th ird Punic War saw Roman pitted 
against Carth aginian, as in th e first two, wh ereas 
if we h ave a th ird world war, th e enemy will be 
Russia and not th e German foe of th e first two 
conflicts. 
But th e results of th e th ird titanic conflict are 
a warning none th e less. Carth age was wiped 
off th e map. Th e world lost th e maritime ex­ 
ploring and trading genius, wh ich th e Romans 
lacked and wh ich Carth age could h ave supplied 
if allowed to. Rome was so weakened m morale, 
and th rough th e devastation of Italy by Hannibal, 
th at sh e became a prey to savage civil wars, 
bloody massacres of Roman by Roman, and nUe 
dictators. Wh en h er affairs became stabiliz­ 
ed, th e Romans h ad lost th eir liberties and th e 
<rfd Roman virtues w« re <mi th e way out. Vic­ 
tory waa almost aa costly to th e victors as to 
th e vanquish ed, even th ough th ey h ad no atomic 
bombs ia th ose da>s.

Bob Kerr of Okla­ 
h oma. th ey never bet on th e Democrats. 
And th ese big companies — th e Rockefellers 
of Standard Oil, th e Pews of Sun Oil, and th e 
Mêlions of Gulf Oil — are among some of th e 
h eaviest contributors to th e GOP. 
Here is h ow th eir donations operate: Take th e 
most famous and establish ed oil family in th e 
world — th e Rockefellers. During th e 1952 cam­ 
paign. th ey put up a total of $85,000 for Eisen­ 
h ower, distributed among different political 
committees. 
Here are th e total contributions of each mem­ 
ber of th e Rockefeller family ; David Rockefel­ 
ler. $10,000; Mrs, David Rockefeller. $1.000;

Ch ase bank, was appointed ambassador to th e 
Court of St. James, th ough Winth rop h as been 
quite a money -raiser in h is own righ t, h aving 
collected $2,773.000 of GOP funds during th e 
1944-46 campaigns. Nelson Rockefeller was also 
given a place in th e Eisenh ower little cabinet, 
later on th e Wh ite House ^aff. 
Oth er Oil Families 
Anoth er big oil contributor is th e Pennsy lvania 
Pews of Sun Oil, Th eir contributions fur Eisen­ 
h ower, scattered around among different com­ 
mittees so as to make it legal were: Howard 
Pew ,$6.250; Joe Pew, $6.250; Arth ur Pew. Jr., 
$3,000; Mary Eth el Pew, $5,500; Mary Pew 
My rin, $6,250 — grand total $27,250. 
Th is IS not as much as th e Pews usually con­ 
tribute to th e Republicans in a presidential y ear 
and some of th eir donations may h ave been 
overlooked or unreported in various splinter 
committees. 
In th e 1940 election, for instance, 
th e Pews dumped a grand total of $108.525 into 
Republican coffers. 
Anoth er great oil family , th e Mêlions of Pitts­ 
burgh , tossed th e following amounts into th e 
Eisenh ower kitty in 1952: Paul Mellon. $10,000; 
Mr. and .Mrs. Paul Mellon. $3,000; Rich ard K. 
Mellon, $li,(K» 0: Mr. and Mrs. Rich ard Mellon, 
$3,000; Sarah Mellon Scaife, $10,000; Ailsa Mel­ 
lon Bruce. $7.000. Total $44.(KK). 
Th e new tech nique for political contributions 
is to spread th em around among different polit­ 
ical committees in different states. 
Th is gets 
under th e wire regarding any violation of th e 
law, since it s illegal for any one person to 
contribute more th an $5.ooo. 
However, if y ou contribute to different com­ 
mittees such as th e Republican national com- 
mittee and th e citizens for Eisenh ower, it does 
not count. 
Nor does it count if th e money 
comes from a cousin or a sister or an aunt. 
Th e list of du Pont relatives contributing to th e 
GOP, for instance, is far too long to be re­ 
corded h ere. 
Spreading contributions among different com­ 
mittees also h as th e advantage of making it 
more difficult for news h awks such as th is 
writer to track down various contributions. For 
a political committee functioning with in one 
state doesn’t h ave to report to Wash ington under 
federal law. Th is would be cured, h owever, by 
Senator Hennings’ bill 636, wh ich Senator Joh n­ 
son is so unenth usiastic about. 
Th is is just part of th e story of h ow {wlilical 
contributions grease th e wh eels of our political 
mach inery today .

To ilet Tra ining Co mp lex ; 
Frig ht Ca n Pla y a Pa rt

Small ch ildren, like grownups, 
are sensitive to th eir experiences 
and th ese are not only in th e emo­ 
tional field but th e ph y sical field 
as well. 
An excellent example was sent 
in by a reader recently . Sh e sakl: 
“About tliree month s ago I took 
my little th ree-y ear-old .son down­ 
town, Wh ile in town h e h ad to go 
to th e bath room so I took h im into 
one of th e stores. 
Afterward. I 
flush ixl th e toilet and it made a 
terrific noise wh ich frigh tened h im. 
I h ad almost h ad h im trained, but 
since th en h e will not go near a 
bath room any wh ere ex c e p t at 
h ome. Now th e problem is th at we 
are about to move and h e will not 
even go near our new bath room.” 
Obviously , th is ch ild was frigh t­ 
ened and a.ssociates h is frigh t with 
th e performance of h is natural 
functions. 
I believe th at calmness and 
firmness in h elping th e boy to get 


over h is fear will do th e job. Cer­ 
tainly h e sh ould not be punish ed 
for h is present frigh t and th e 
moth er will probably h ave to make 
up h er mind th at it will take some 
month s to get th e boy back wh ere 
h e was before. 
Th is question raises th e problem 
of training ch ildren in toilet h abits. 
In th is connection, I .sh ould like 
to say first th at not all ch ildren 
develop control at th e same speed 
or exactly th e same age. Th ose 
wh o are somewh at slower in th is 
respect will probably grow up just 
as well as th e ones wh o ach ieve 
control early . 
A h ealth y baby usually begins 
to establish bowel control between 
one and two y ears old. Wh en th e 
baby is nine or ten month s old it 
can be placed for sh ort periods on 
th e “Potty ” — th is sh ould be done 
at first with th e ch ild ly ing down 
as it is not able to sit up safely 
so soon.

8. The point of the Parable in I,uk e 
18 if not that God is lik e that un­ 
just judge, moved by importunity , 
but that as a just and loving God 
He reveals His will to those who 
earnestly seek Him. 
Pray er is a life, a relationship, 
and not just a m atter of formal 
words and requests. Pray er, to 
paraphrase the aviator’s words, 
can give us “a great feeling of 
confidence.” 
The greatest and deepest of all 
petitions in the records of pray er 
is in the words of the Master:

MOSCOW. Feb . 9 -4J4-The Rus­ 
sians accused the United States 
today of using b alloons to further 
a “b rink of w ar” policy. 
The charge was made at a news 
conference organized with such a 
flourish that it reminded foreign 
correspondents of the germ war­ 
fare propaganda the Communists 
pushed during the Korean War, 
The Russians ignored a U. S. 
promise, in reply to their pro­ 
tests, to keep weather b alloons 
away from Soviet territory. The 
Soviet spokesman insisted b alloons 
recovered on Soviet territory were 
designed only for aerial recon­ 
naissance for the U. S. military 
forces. 
No Comment By U. S. 
In Washington, the State De­ 
partm ent refused to say anything 
ab out the Russian statem ents in 
general, and specifically would not 
discuss the statem ent that the U. S. 
b alloons were for aerial reconnais­ 
sance rather than collection of 
weather data. 
The b ig news conference was 
held at Spiridonovka Palace, offi­ 
cial residence of Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov. There Leonid Il­ 
yichev, 
Foreign 
Ministry 
press 
chief, displayed to correspondents 
an exhib ited of ‘captured’ b alloons 
strewn along the palace driveway. 
It struck the correspondents that 
this show, complete with Soviet 
newsreel, 
television 
and 
press 
cam eras, was well organized and 
the Russians were intent upon not 
letting a propaganda plum slip 
through their fingers. 
“ For Aerial Reconnaissance** 
Ilyichev told the correspondents: 
“The b alloons do not serve m e­ 
teorological 
reconnaissance, 
b ut 
w ert m eant for aerial reconnais­ 
sance. You can look at them. It 
is evident that the b alloons do 
not have aparatus which is meteor­ 
ological in nature and could m eas­ 
ure humidity, air pressure, tem per­ 
atures, and so forth, b ut do have 
apparatus which can carry on aer­ 
ial photography.” 
He said a great numb er of b al­ 
loons were launched b y the United 
States and that American press 
reports showed 500 were launched 
b y the U. S. military. 
“All such attempts b y the Amer­ 
ican m ilitary organis are an at­ 
tempt to conduct a policy of ‘to the 
b rink of w ar’ which has b een con­ 
demned b y the peoples,” Ilyichev 
said. 
He was referring to a stateme::^ 
attrib uted to U. S. Secretary of 
State Dulles b y Life magazine that 
American policy thrise had b rought 
the country to the b rink of war 
in checking Communist expansion.

Charges Discrimination 
In today’s petition Miss Lucy 
charged that she was excluded 
sole ly b tvause of her race or color, 
in definance of an order from 
Judge Grooms last July, under 
which the student was admitted to 
the university last week. 
She termed her suspension from 
clas.ses “a cunning .strategem” to 
deny her the right to attend her 
state university. 
She asked $2,000 damages, and 
that Dr. 0.

Adam.s, dean of admissions, and 
the 10 trustees to b e held in con­ 
tempt and remain “in prison for 
a perioil to b e determined b y this 
court, or b y permitting” her to 
resume clas.ses.

Since their conference in Washington, President Eisenhower 
and Prime Minister Eden are using more confident tones in dis­ 
cussing the prevention of war in the Middle East. 
Nevertheless, no word has come from the tripower conference 
in Washington about what can be done. 
The President says for himself that he will do everything he 
can “ constitutionally. 
Considering precedents set by other presidents, and the ab­ 
sence of limitations in the Constitution, that covers a lot of ground 
Ju.st how much has never been tested. Eisenhower has repeatedly 
made it plain that he never intends to infringe the specific delega­ 
tion to (J onpess of the right to initiate war. 
Political and economic pressure appear to be the chief 
methods of deterring Israel and the Arab states now being con- 
sidered, with considerable sentiment in the United Nations for 
Eden s idea of increased truce teams in disputed border areas.
